It is indeed a noble idea, for our 
great nation to have one day in the 
calendar year, when we who live to­ 
day, can meditate upon, and fittingly 
commemorate the lives of all 
those 
who have brought 
the 
Glory 
and 
Honor of our Nation to the foreground 
of the World. We live in trying days, 
and everyone of us individually tra­ 
gically needs to look 
back 
to 
our 
National Past, 
and 
bt1 
inspired 
by 
those who have given us our heritage 
to an increased devotion and renewed 
loyalty as citizens of this great Com­ 
monwealth. 


Ever since creation, 
men 
every­ 
where have continually desired a bet­ 
ter world. At first, when there were 
no great nations, men dreamed of a 
great City, one that would bo foremost 
of all and which would be Ideal in 
every 
respect. 
You 
will recall St, 
John in his Revelation had a vision of 
the New' Jerusalem, the 
new 
Holy 
City which he vividly depicted. Then 
when nations began to grow, man be­ 
gan to dream of a great nation which 
would be foremost in the world. That 
was the cherished hope of our fore­ 
fathers, they dreamed that 
America 
would 
become a great 
nation 
and 
surely their dream has been fulfilled. 
They have given to us, their descend­ 
ants and heirs, ti truly great nation.

Houston Dunn, Jr., Charged 
With Harboring Vicious Dog

EDGELY, May 28—Houston Dunn, 
j Jr., Bristol Township, appeared before 
Justice of the Peace Leo Lynn last 
night, charged with harboring a vi­ 
cious dog and permitting a vicious dog 
to run upon a public highway. 
According to the charge, the dog in 
question attal ked a son of Mrs. Eliz­ 
abeth Roper, Fergusonville, one Sun­ 
day as the lad was returning from 
Sunday School on his bicycle. 
The 
boy, it is alleged, wus severely bitten 
on the leg. 
Mrs. Roper told Justice Lynn her 
son was brought home in the ear of 
Mr. Lummi, who witnessed the attack 
of the dog. Mrs. Roper says she was 
told by Mr. Dunn to take the child to 
a physician, which she did. 
The doctor’s bill, cost of clothing 
damaged and the cost of the wheel 
which was broken totaled $24. 
Mr. Dunn did not admit ownership 
of the dog and testified that he made 
only $15 a week. He lives at Sunbury 
Farms, Bristol Township* 
Mr. Dunn claimed that the dog was 
frequently on his place but he did not 
admit ownership of the canine. 
The suit w as compromised by Mr. 
Dunn agreeing to pay $20, giving Mrs. 
Roller $10 at once and to pay the bal­ 
ance of $10 on June 15th. The costs 
in the case totaled $11.60.

Dunn's mother recently 
paid 
$15.60 on charges of harboring dogs 
without 1935 
licenses. She appeared 
before Justice Lynn on May 18th.

She is Mrs. America Viola Shoop of Sayre, Pa., who lias accepted an invi­ 
tation to Ive with Governor George H. E arle on the platform May 30 and in a 
few words loll of her experience. 
Although only five years old at the time, aho says idle remembers well 
how Lincoln took her hand and said “God Bless You” after his face had near­ 
ly brushed hers as she was held in the arm s of lier uncle, who was a tall 
man like the President.

She recalls, too. the great crowds,) 
the music, the soldiers and, above all, 
Mr. Lincoln as he rode a large horse 
at the head of the procession, his tall 
bai in his hand. 
Mrs. Shoop remembers that Edward 
Everett made a long speech before Mr. 
Lincoln was introduced but she can 
recall nothing that he said. 
Her un­ 
divided attention was on the President 
of the United States who sal near her 
“looking so sad as he 
looked 
over 
some papers which he took from Ills 
pocket.” 
Mrs. Shoop lived in Marysville, Pa., 
not far from Gettysburg. Her father, 
John A. Sponsler, had enlisted Sept. 
19, 
1861, 
in Co, ll. 48th Regiment. 
Penna. Volunteers, and she was living 
on the farm of her uncle, David ll. 
Stabler. 
With her uncle she went to Gettys­ 
burg early on the morning of the 19th 
and it was 
because of 
their 
early 
arrival for the exercises 
that, 
they 
were able to find a place on the plat­ 
form. Ten days later she learned that 
her father had been killed. 
It was 
not until a chance meeting with an 
aged veteran in 1923 that she learned 
her father was buried in the national 
cemetery 
at 
Campbell 
Station 
in 
Tennessee. Irater that year she went 
to Tennessee and found the grave. 
Mrs. Shoop, a former 
resident 
of 
Harrisburg, has made her home in 
Sayre since 1882.

The first conference between Presi 
dent Roosevelt and his chief legal ad 
visors had failed to bring an an n ou nce­ 
ment of immediate action. 
Instead it 
w as conceded that the administration, 
Congress and the people must decide 
the question in a very short time. Two 
possibilities were seen: 
the attempt 
to re-enact N. R. A. in a constitutional 
form, or a constitutional amendment 
giving the administration unquestion 
cd power of rode government. 
New 
Deal leaders conceded that the Court's 
unanimous decision holding N. It. A. 
and the codes unconstitutional wus so 
comprehensive there is grave doubt 
that effective legislation could be con­ 
ceived. 
A constitutional amendment, it was 
poohed out, could be enacted 
in 
a 
short time if two-thirds of Congress 
and two-thirds of the State w ant tile 
N. R. A. 
Meantime, Donald It. Rich- 
berg. acting N. It. A. head, suspended 
enforcing of all codes lait appealed to 
industry to maintain the 
fair 
trade 
practices, tin ban on child labor and 
labor provisions of the N. It. A. Itieh- 
berg said, “ We face now the question 
of maintaining the gains which huvc 
been made in the past two years and 
of retaining the values which have 
been created under the National Re­ 
covery administration. It seem s clear 
that Hie question must be decided by 
the administration, the C ongress and 
the people of the United States within 
a very short time.”

RELIEF PROSECUTES ALLEGED “CHISELER” 
AS VICTIM OF WITCHCRAFT IS BROUGHT 
BEFORE JUSTICE OF PEACE FOR HEARING 


Mrs. Louise Mazzilla, 1904 Trenton Avenue, Charged With 
Unlawfully and Wilfully Defrauding the Emergency 
Relief Board of Relief Valued at Approximately $140—* 
Said to Have Had Money on Deposit in Philadelphia 
Bank at the Time. 


C barged with unlawfully and wilfully defrauding the 
Emergency Relief Board of Pennsylvania, a Bristol woman 
yesterday afternoon was held for a further hearing on June 
3rd. In the charge made before Justice of the Peace James Guy 
in the municipal building here, it is alleged Mrs. Louisa Maz- 
zilla, 1904 Denton avenue, defrauded the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, through accepting relief, and claiming to be 
without funds, when she actually had resources upon which 
she could draw for support of herself and her three children. 
Prosecution of Mrs. Mazzilla marks the first time legal 
steps have been taken in Bucks County by the Emergency Re­ 
lief Board, against what have come to be termed “relief chis­ 
elers.” 
Mrs. Mazzilla appeared before Justice Guy and was de­ 
fended by William Conca, Esquire, as counsel. The Emer- 
gency Relief Board was represented by I larry T. May.
